U. S. Commissioner of Labor. Heretofoie, 
this year-book contained but few pages of 
matter relating to the United States. It is now 
proposed completely to revise and enlarge the 
chapters on the United States so as to include 
all official information. Among the data there 
will appear the personnel of Congress and of 
the Federal and State Governments, finances, 
army and navy, insurance, and political and 
civil and religious topics. They will publish 
this month “ The Story of France,” by Thomas 
E. Watson; also, “Letters from Japan,” by 
Mrs. Hugh Fraser, author of “ Palladia,” etc., 
the wife of the British Minister to Japan, who 
in this book deals mainly with events and per¬ 
sons connected with the different aspects of life 
in the capital where most of the years of her 
visit were passed, and which is pre-eminei tly 
the centre of Japan’s vitality to-day. They 
have in preparation a “Life of Henry A. 
Wise,” the famous Governor of Virginia, by 
his grandson, Barton H. Wise. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish on the 
14th inst. Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs’s new 
theological work entitled “ The General Intro¬ 
duction to the Study of Holy Scripture,” in 
which the author considers the principles, 
methods, history, and results of its several de¬ 
partments and of the whole; “The Kingdom 
(Basileia),” by Dr. George Dana Boardman, 
whose purpose is “to explain the frequent 
and profound New Testament formula, 4 The 
Kingdom of God,’ to rescue the formula from 
radical misconceptions, to define its nature, 
state its laws, describe its method, unfold its 
symbols, and to set forth its issue.” On the 
same date they expect to have ready James H.

They will publish before the 
end of this month E. R6c6jac’s important work 
on “The Bases of Mystic Knowledge,” trans¬ 
lated from the French by Sara Carr Upton. In 
this work the subject of mysticism has, for the 
first time, been treated from a scientific and 
psychological point of view. They have also 
nearly ready a work entitled “The Puerto 
Rico of To-day—pages from a correspond¬ 
ent’s note-book,” by Albert Gardiner Robin¬

TYPE-WRITTEN MATTER NOT COPY¬ 
RIGHT. 

The recent decision in Chicago of Judge 
Grosscup, of the United States District Court, 
that only printed matter can be regarded as 
copyrighted, unless overruled, will cause loss 
to the hundreds of dramatists and managers 
who filed type-written manuscript copies of 
their plays instead of copies printed from type. 
Judge Grosscup, in the case in question, in 
which Lee Beggs, an actor dramatist, was on 
trial under the penal provision of the present 
copyright law for having produced a pirated 
version of “Lynwood,” under the name of 
“ The Volunteer,” held that in a criminal case 
the letter of the law requiring a printed copy 
of a play to be filed with the Librarian of Con¬ 
gress should guide the decision of the court. 
The text of “ Lynwood,” like that of thousands 
of other plays, had been filed in type-written 
form. Judge Grosscup’s decision, therefore, 
affects the rights of every author, owner, and 
dealer in plays who has neglected to comply 
with the literal provisions of the law as con¬ 
strued in this case. 

As it is, great excitement prevails among 
playrights, and the decision is denounced in un¬ 


measured terms. Especially strong are the de¬ 
mands for amendments to the existing law so 
that valid copyrights may be secured by the 
filing of type-written manuscripts of the dramas. 
Much of the comment is intemperate, even 
childish. So, for instance, the assertion that 
“ the decision sweeps away entirely the rights 
of the owners of plays,” and “ practically nulli¬ 
fies the copyright law as it now stands.” It is 
difficult to see how these assertions could be 
justified. The decision puts no new construc¬ 
tion upon the law. The law now, as before, 
demands that the author, if he wishes protec¬ 
tion, must literally print his production (accord¬ 
ing to the wording of the law of 1891 , section 
4956 , 25 th and 26 th lines,) “from type set up 
within the limits of the United States, or from 
plates made therefrom,” etc. The same pro¬ 
vision applies, as he has been warned on more 
than one occasion, to the work of the dramatist. 
Only a few months ago Judge A. J. Ditten- 
hoefer advised the members of the Dramatists’ 
Club that inasmuch as the question “ whether 
type-writing is printing within the meaning of 
the law,” has not yet been finally decided by the 
courts, it is therefore safer to file printed copies 
in the Librarian’s office. The warning, it seems, 
was not heeded, and of the hundreds of plays 
registered at Washington, it is said, compara¬ 
tively few are printed from type. 

Judge Grosscup’s rulipg, that in a criminal 
proceeding the letter of the law must be fol¬ 
lowed, implies that in a mere civil action type¬ 
written manuscript might possibly be regarded 
as printed matter. And yet, it was by this 
very penal clause now construed against the 
dramatists that they hoped to secure their 
rights. While piracy involved simple lawsuits, 
there seemed to be no redress in most cases, as 
the managers who produce stolen plays would 
be found usually without available assets. It 
was by the urgent request of the American 
Dramatists’ Club and of the American mana¬ 
gers that Congress, in 1877 , amended the law 
by adding the penal clause, making it an 
offence, punishable by imprisonment not ex¬ 
ceeding one year, to perform any dramatic or 
musical composition unlawfully. 

We trust that the representatives of the 
dramatists may discover some modus by which 
the rights of their constituents may be secured. 
In the meantime we would point out to the 
playrights, as well as to the carping critics who 
raise their voices against the copyright law on 
such occasions, that the law, with all its mani¬ 
fest and acknowledged defects, does, neverthe¬ 
less, afford protection to all authors—both 
foreign and American—who consider it worth 
while to conform to its provisions. 
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AN ENGLISHMAN’S VIEW OF COPY¬ 
RIGHT IN AMERICA. 

We make room for the following editorial 
from Literature , for December 10 . as an anti¬ 
dote against the effects of the many ill-natured 
and ignorant comments recently bestowed by 
English as well as American writers upon 
Mr. Daldy’s proposition that the “Manufactur¬ 
ing Clause ” of the United States Copyright 
Bill of 1891 be repealed : 

It has recently been urged by authorities 
whose opinion is entitled to respect that the 
Anglo-American Commission now sitting in 
Washington should procure the repeal of the 
“ Manufacturing Clause ” of the United States 
Copyright Bill of 1891 . This clause, which is 
regarded as a hardship by many authors and 
publishers in England, provides, as is well 
known, that a book must be reset in type in 
the United States in order to obtain copyright 
there. Mr. Daldy, the secretary of the Copy¬ 
right Association, who deserves the gratitude 
of everyone interested in the question, has 
particularly expressed, in the columns of The 
Times , the view that now is the moment to 
press for repeal. It may be worth while sug¬ 
gesting that the matter is not really so urgent 
that it cannot wait until the copyright question 
in England is a little more settled than it is at 
present. Whether the Commission has in¬ 
cluded international copyright in its pro¬ 
gramme is doubtful, and it is equally doubtful 
whether it would be useful or prudent to utilize 
a moment of particularly friendly sentiment 
for settling a question of dollars. 

What is the working of the Act as it stands? 
An author who produces a work which Ameri¬ 
cans wish to read can arrange without difficulty 
for the despatch of advance sheets or a type¬ 
written copy from which the book can be set 
up in type by an American printer. Mr. Daldy 
says that “four-fifths” of English books are 
thus debarred of copyright. Is not this a 
large estimate ? There are six thousand books 
published every year in London; four thousand 
eight hundred of them, it is said, lose Ameri¬ 
can copyright. In order to get American copy¬ 
right, with this clause or without it, there must 
be found for every book an American publisher. 
Are the public or publishers of the United 
States eager to read and to buy at any price 
the four thousand eight hundred books con¬ 
taining a large proportion of our failures of 
the year? They do not, in fact, take, even on 
their own terms, one-half of the remaining 
fifth. We forget, when we talk about four- 
fifths of English publications losing American 
copyright, that we have to compete with Amer¬ 
ican literature and that this competition grows 
continually more severe. All her theology, all 
her science, all her scholarship, allher history, 
a great part of her fiction and poetry are her 
own. What she wants of us is a comparatively 
small proportion; she does, indeed, take from 
us a good deal—far more than we take from 
her—but she does not want anymore than a 
small proportion of the entire English output. 
But, it is said, there ought to be reciprocity: 
we give the American author the right to pub¬ 
lish here, and to secure copyright by simulta¬ 
neous publication. Why can we not get the 
same privilege? But do not let us exaggerate 
the wrong done. America agrees to take a 
small part of our current literature on condi¬ 


tions that mean a second setting of the type— 
a charge on the American edition, say, of ^30 
altogether. In the case of a successlul book 
this is not any great hardship; and, though 
both countries should stand on the same foot¬ 
ing, authors, who are in other respects fairly 
treated, are not likely to consider this tax as an 
intolerable burden. 

The case has been advanced of a young and 
unknown writer losing his copyright of a work 
which might afterwards turn out very valuable. 
It is quite possible. But are we to blame the 
Manufacturing Clause for such an error of 
judgment? Suppose the clause repealed. The 
interesting but unknown young man sends his 
typewritten copy to New York. The same 
error of judgment happens, with the same un¬ 
fortunate result; and this without any Manu¬ 
facturing Clause at all. Observe that, even 
with the same facilities as those which we offer 
on this side, there must be a publisher; and 
this simple fact acts, and will always act in 
New York, against the reception oi “four- 
fifths ” of our publications. The present work¬ 
ing of the Act shows a very curious piece of 
by-play. There are certain books, by English 
writers, published in the States every year 
without any reference to the Manufacturing 
Clause. They are sent over in sheets; they are 
not set up over there; they do not ask forcopy- 
right; and they are published in this naked, 
lawless, unprotected condition. What does 
this mean? It means that there are many 
books—technical and scientific books, philo¬ 
sophical, pathological, legal—books certain to 
find a very limited circle of readers—which do 
not want copyright at all. They are protected 
by the fact that so few want them. They might 
be pirated if it were worth the trouble and the 
expense, but it is not. The wrong done by the 
Manufacturing Clause is really no more, as far 
as the author is concerned, than the setting up 
of the type a second time. For the publisher 
it is certainly more : he loses the profit he would 
otherwise gain by the sale of the sheets to the 
American publisher. But the only way to make 
it impossible for anyone, author or publisher, 
to lose copyright is to make the mere publica¬ 
tion and registration in this country carry copy¬ 
right, not only here but also in America. 

So much for the working of the Act. The 
matter is not urgently pressing. Those Eng¬ 
lish authors whom America wants can arrange 
for their copyright with perfect ease. Those 
whom America does not want will not save 
their copyright even if the clause is repealed. 
But, apart from these considerations, the pres¬ 
ent moment is far from being opportune. The 
Committee of the Lords on Copyright have not 
yet presented their report; it is understood that 
a Copyright Bill is now being drafted by an 
“eminent” Parliamentary hand. Whether 
the drafting of the Bill will be followed by the 
introduction of the Bill into the House remains 
to be seen. One thing is quite certain : that 
the Bill is to be Imperial. All the component 
parts of the Empire must be bound by this Bill; 
we cannot endure that a single Colony, for 
the sake of its own printers, should upset the 
Copyright Bill for the whole Empire. When 
that Bill is passed, and we can point to it, and 
rely upon it, and take our stand upon its pro¬ 
visions, then will be the opportunity for ap¬ 
proaching the Americans on their Manufactur¬ 
ing Clause. 
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ANOTHER PAPER-MILL CONSOLIDA¬ 
TION. 

Fox, Shibley & Barstow, representing 
Dean & Shibley, of Springfield, Mass., an¬ 
nounce that the prospects for the combination, 
to embrace about forty plants, which turn out 
writing paper, bond paper, wrapping, ledger, 
envelope, and news paper, are excellent. The 
firm is the one which engineered the combina¬ 
tion of envelope manufacturers. The plan of 
organization has not been fully matured, but 
the large manufacturers have signified their 
willingness to enter the combination when the 
details are fully perfected. 

The general plan of the organization as now 
contemplated is to form a new company which 
shall absorb all the others, taking the mills, 
water power, right, etc., of the different com¬ 
panies at a given price, to be agreed upon by 
the individual companies and the promoters of 
the deal. It is understood that most of the 
writing paper mills in New England will join 
forces with the combine. 

The purpose of the consolidation is to elimi¬ 
nate competition, stop overproduction, and 
make a condensation of the lines of manufac¬ 
ture so that the mill best adapted to make a 
certain grade of paper may restrict its atten¬ 
tion to that specialty and thus, by utilizing all 
the machinery and capital invested to the best 
advantage, get the best results. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Rev. Leicester Ambrose Sawyer, au¬ 
thor of 44 Sawyer’s New Testament,” etc., died 
at Whitesboro, N. Y., December 29 , aged 
ninety-two. Nearly all his life had been spent 
in making translations of the Bible, and he 
actually completed all the books but Genesis. 
Several years ago he published his translation 
of the Gospel of St. John. 

Col. C. W. Davis, well known in the Chicago 
book trade, died December 15 , aged sixty-five. 
Colonel Davis was first connected with S. C. 
Griggs & Co. When the firm of Jansen, Mc- 
Clurg&Co. was formed Colonel Davis asso¬ 
ciated himself with them, and remained with 
its successors until his death. Colonel Davis 
served in the Civil War, and was also Com¬ 
mander of the Loyal Legion. 

The Rev. Dr. Bartholomew Price, Master 
of Pembroke College, Oxford, and Canon of 
Gloucester, died in London, December 29 , 
aged eighty. He was born at his father’s rec¬ 
tory, Colne St. Dennis, Gloucestershire, Eng., 
in 1818 . He wrote an important work on the 
Infinitesimal Calculus, including separate 
treatises on Differential Calculus, Integral 
Calculus, Statics and Dynamics, published at 
the Clarendon Press, 1854 - 1889 . He was ap¬ 
pointed Sedleian Professor of Natural Philos¬ 
ophy at Oxford, and was for many years secre¬ 
tary of the Clarendon Press. 

Joseph Norton Ireland, at one time a well- 
known figure in New York literary and dra¬ 
matic circles, died in Bridgeport, Conn., De¬ 
cember 29 . He was born in New York City, 
April 24 , 1817 , and was engaged for a number 
of years in mercantile pursuits, but found time 
to indulge in literary work to a considerable ex¬ 
tent, paying special attention to matters per¬ 


taining to the stage. He published several 
books, among them being 44 Records of the 
New York Stage from 1750 to i 860 ,” 44 Mem¬ 
oirs of Mrs. Duff,” 44 A Memoir of the Pro¬ 
fessional Life of Thomas Apthorpe Cooper,” 
and “Actorsand Actressesof Great Britain and 
the United States.” All of Mr. Ireland’s work 
was written in a simple and straightforward 
style, and gave evidence of deep and pains¬ 
taking research. 

The Hon. Frederick Carroll Brewster r 
one of the most noted members of the bar of 
Philadelphia, died suddenly December 30 , at 
Charlotte, N. C., on his way to Florida. Judge 
Brewster was born in Philadelphia, May 15 , 
1825 . He was admitted to the bar Sept. 20 , 
1844 . He was made City Solicitor in 1862 , and 
was confronted by an effort of the heirs of 
Stephen Girard to overthrow the will of the 
philanthropist, who bequeathed'his vast estate 
to the city in trust for charitable purposes. 
Judge Brewster won a victory in the Supreme 
Court, which set at rest any future doubt as to 
the validity of Girard’s will. He was elected 
a Judge of the Courts in 1865 , and in 1869 he 
was appointed Attorney-General of Pennsyl¬ 
vania by Gov. John W. Geary. Since 1871 he 
had devoted himself to private practice. He 
wrote two or three text-books on law, also, 
44 Moli&re in Outline,” and the 44 Life and Nov¬ 
els of Benjamin Disraeli.”

Sir William V. Harcourt, According to the 
New York 'Times, will, employ his new leisure 
to complete a “ Life of Henry St. John, First 
Viscount Bolingbroke,” a work upon which he 
has been engaged for a longtime. 

Freiherr von Gleiciien Russwurm, a great- 
grandson of Schiller, was recently invited to 
visit Vienna by the German-Austrian Literary 
Society of that capital. He delivered a lec¬ 
ture on “ The Influence of Women.” 

Mr. Lecky the other day remembered an 
amusing little item about Carlyle as a reader. 
When in his reading the Chelsea Sage came 
upon a passage of high-flown eloquence, he 
would sometimes put a mark against it—a pair 
of small but well-drawn donkey’s ears. 

A new novel by Ernest Daudet will shortly 
appear as a serial in the Revue des Deux 
Afondes. It is to be entitled “ Les Victimes de 
Paris.” M. Daudet is also preparing a work 
on “ L’Ambassade du Due Decazes a Londres.” 
This will begin in the January number of the 
Revue. 

Robert H. Siierard has been commissioned 
to write a short life of Emile Zola, without 
reference, however, to the Dreyfus case, for 
the Curtis Publishing Company, of Philadel¬ 
phia. He has just completed a biographical 
and critical notice of Henryk Sienkiewicz for 
the McClure Company. 

Early this year Dr. Sven Hedin, the author 
of “ Across Asia,” just published in this coun¬ 
try by Harper & Brothers, proposes to start on 
another three years’solitary exploration in the 
interior of Asia. He will cross the Taklamakan 
desert twice and thoroughly explore one of the 
largest rivers of Turkestan, and the north and 
interior parts of Tibet. The return journey 
from India will be taken over Himalaya. Kara¬ 
koram, and Kashgar. Just now Dr. Hedin, 
since his return to Stockholm, is engaged in 
preparing a detailed account of his journey 
from Kathgar to Khotan for Petermanris Mit- 
iheilungen . 

Dr. Weir Mitchell has sailed for the Medi¬ 
terranean on a trip that will include the ascent 
of the Nile and a visit to the Holy Land. Dr. 
Mitchell’s career affords a curious parallel to 
that of his father, a Philadelphia physician of 
high standing, who turned his pen lightly from 
the composition of medical essays and addresses 
to the production of poetry and verse. But 
while the father died at sixty, the son achieved 
his greatest success at sixty-eieht, his story of 
the American Revolution having seen the light 
only two years ago in The Century Magazine . 
Equal versatility and fecundity are shown by 
his having followed up “ Hugh Wynne” so 
promptly with an equally striking romance of 
the French Revolution, “The Adventures of 
Francis,” and this with a series of strong 
and beautiful poems, published in the same 
magazine. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The School Weekly is the title of a new edu¬ 
cational journal, edited by Harry A. Arm¬ 
strong, formerly city editor of the Chicago 
Record , and published from the Schiller build¬ 
ing, Chicago. 

Bird Lore is the title of a new popular bi¬ 
monthly journal to be published next February 
by the Macmillan Company. Its editor will be 
Frank M. Chapman, the well-known ornitholo¬ 
gist. Among those interested in birds who 
have already been asked to contribute articles 
to the periodical are Henry Van Dyke, Brad¬ 
ford Torrey, and Olive Thorne Miller. The 
illustrations will be made from photographs, 
many of which will be obtained by means of 
the telescope lens. One important fact con¬ 
cerning Bird Lore is that it will be the official 
organ of the Audubon societies for the protec¬ 
tion of birds. Mrs. Mabel Osgood Wright will 
have charge of a department in the magazine 
devoted to the work of the societies. 

The fourth special “Winter Number” of 
The International Studio , published by John 
Lane, at 140 Fifth Avenue, New York, is en¬ 
titled “ Modern Book-Plates and their De¬ 
signers.” The subject is divided into the 
following sections : British Book-Plates, by 
Gleeson White ; American Book-Plates, by 
Jean Carre ; Belgian Book-Plates, by Fernand 
Khnopff ; French Book-Plates, by Octave 
Uzanne ; German Book-Plates, by H. W. Sin¬ 
ger ; and Austrian Book-Plates, by W. Scholer- 
mann. The articles are illustrated with a large 
number of designs, for the most part repro¬ 
duced for the first time. A limited edition is 
issued upon fine paper, printed on one side 
only. These numbers must be ordered specially 
as they are not included in the yearly sub¬ 
scription.

T. Fisher Unwin, London, will shortly 
publish a book entitled “ New Climbs in Nor¬ 
way,” by C. E. Oppenheim, of the Alpine 
Club. 

D. C. Heath & Co. will publish shortly 
“ Baumbach’s Waldnovellen,” six easy little 
stories adapted for early reading, with notes 
and vocabulary by Dr. Wilhelm Bernhardt. 

H. Ingalls Kimball, The Cheltenham Press, 
25 West Eleventh Street, New York, has pub¬ 
lished a volume of short stories entitled 
“ Red, White, and Blue Days,” by Ruth Louise 
Sheldon. 

Copeland & Day will publish in the spring 
a new volume by Mrs. Harriet Prescott Spof- 
ford, entitled “ The Godmother, and other 
stories.” They have also in preparation anew 
volume of poems by Miss Louise Imogen 
Guiney. 

Preston & Rounds Co., Providence, R. I., 
has just published an interesting contribution 
to the literature of the American Revolution, 
entitled “ Esek Hopkins, commander-in-chief 
of the Continental navy 1775 to 1778 , master 
mariner, politician, brigadier-general, naval 
officer and philanthropist,” by Edward Field.

This may 
suggest a subsequent biography. 

T. Fisher Unwin, London, will publish 
shortly an English edition of Jusserand’s 
“ Shakespeare in France Under the Old Re¬ 
gime.” It will contain sixty plates of unique 
interest; for example, old prints of scenery 
with which “The Winter’s Tale” was per¬ 
formed in the early part of the seventeenth 
century. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish this 
month Part 1 of a work by Sir George Tre¬ 
velyan, entitled “ The American Revolution,” 
covering the period from 1766 to 1776 . This 
is practically a continuation of Sir George’s 


biography of Fox, whose story, the pre.face 
says, is inextricably interwoven with the story 
of that immense event. 

Ginn & Co. have nearly ready a German 
reading-book, entitled “Altes und Neues, ein 
Lesebuch fur Junge Anfanger,” edited by Karl 
Seeligmann, teacher of German in the Hand 
School at Chicago. While prepared originally 
for the use of young beginners, this book will 
be found equally useful for rapid reading in 
beginning classes consisting of older pupils. 

G. W. Dillingham Company will publish 
this month “That Gay Deceiver,” by Albert 
Ross. This will be his twentieth volume. The 
sale of Mr. Ross’novels is reported by the pub¬ 
lishers to exceed 1 , 500,000 copies. The Dil¬ 
lingham Co. will also soon issue “ Not on the 
Chart,” by Algernon Sydney Logan ; “ Van 
Hoff, or, the New Faust,” by Alfred Smythe, 
and “ His Own Image,” by Alan Dale. 

F. Tennyson Neely has in press a volume 
of poems by Rosa A. T. Bliss, entitled “ La¬ 
bor’s Daughter”; and the following novels: 
“By Sunlit Waters,” a Tampa story, by 
Thomas M. Shakleford and W M. De Hart ; 
“ His Brother’s Crime,” by J. R. Musick, of 
Columbian Historical Novels fame ; “ The Treas¬ 
ure of the Ice,” by Eugene S. Bisbee ; and 
“ The Gold of Ophir,” by D. H. Gwinn. 

The book about the last days of Shelley, 
which Dr. Biagi has just published, according 
to the New York Tribune , tells nothing new 
except a few unimportant facts about the dis¬ 
posal of the poet’s remains. The author dis¬ 
credits some of Trelawny’s most picturesque 
statements, especially that in which he repre¬ 
sents himself as snatching Shelley’s heart from 
the flames during the cremation of the body. 

At a recent meeting of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science at Philadelphia, Professor 
E. J. James presented his resignation as a 
member of the editorial board of the “Annals.” 
The committee reluctantly accepted the resig¬ 
nation and elected Professor Henry R. Seager 
to fill the vacancy. Dr. James T. Young was, 
by vote of the committee, placed in charge 
of .the Book Department. 

Goupil & Co., Paris, will publish in the 
spring—which will mark the tercentenary of 
the Protector’s birth—a book on Cromwell, by 
Rawson Gardiner. The book will be uniform 
with the same publishers’ “ Mary Stuart ” and 
“Queen Elizabeth.” They have also in prepa¬ 
ration “ The Life of Sir Thomas Lawrence,” by 
Lord Ronald Gower, which will contain repro¬ 
ductions of many famous portraits at Windsor 
Castle and in other private collections. 

The G. & C. Merriam Company, of Spring- 
field, Mass., filed a bill in the United States 
Circuit Court at Chicago, Ill., December 28 
last, in which they ask an injunction and ac¬ 
counting against John E. Potter & Co., of 
Philadelphia and New York, on the ground 
that the defendants are publishing the Webster 
Dictionary without authority. The complain¬ 
ant company claims to have suffered § 10,000 
damages because of the defendants’ alleged 
imitation of the trade-mark. 

Small, Maynard & Co. will shortly publish 
a limited edition of a small book which is to 
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serve as the memorial of an interesting day at 
Dublin, N. H., last summer. It is in Dublin 
that Joseph Lindon Smith has made his private 
out-of-doors theatre—the“Teatro Bambino” 
—and upon its stage the miracle play of “ Th 6 - 
ophile,” by Henry Copley Greene, was acted 
on the 18 th of last July. In the cast were Col. 
T. W. Higginson, T. R. Sullivan, and others 
whose laurels, according to the Book Buyer , 
“ are not primarily Thespian.” 

One of the most important of the series of 
articles soon to be sent out by McClure’s syn¬ 
dicate is entitled Stories of Successful Men Told 
by Themselves. It will include articles by An¬ 
drew Carnegie, Thomas A. Edison, Charles 
Emory Smith, Frank Thomson, Joseph Jeffer¬ 
son, John Claflin.and other well-known Amer¬ 
icans of the same stamp. Another unique 
group of articles will consist of stories about 
remarkable financial operations, under the gen¬ 
eral title of Business Ro?nances. Still another 
series will be called Great Achievements of the 
Century , and will include such articles as 
“ How I Invented the Electric Light,” by 
Thomas A. Edison; “The Story of the Tele¬ 
phone, by Alexander Graham Bell, and many 
others. 

Hardy, Pratt & Co., Boston, announce 
The Versailles Historical Series , to consist of 
memoirs and correspondence of noted persons 
belonging to the different European courts, 
giving graphic descriptions of court life. Ar¬ 
rangements have been made for issuing eight 
volumes, translated by Miss Katharine Pres¬ 
cott Wormeley, who has rendered into English 
the writings of Molidre and Balzac. These 
eight volumes will consist of Ch 6 ruel’s “ Mem¬ 
oirs of the Due de Saint-Simon,” on the 
times of Louis xiv. and the Regency, in four 
volumes: the “Memoirs, Letters, and Miscel¬ 
laneous Papers of the Prince de Ligne,” in two 
volumes; “The Correspondence of Madame, 
Princess Palatine,” in one volume, to include 
also the correspondence of Marie-Adelaide de 
Savoie, Duchesse de Bourgogne, and of Mme. 
de Maintenon; and “The Book of the Ladies,” 
by Pierre de Bourdeilles, Abbe de Brantome, 
in one volume. The books are to be illus¬ 
trated with photogravures of portraits and 
paintings. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have in preparation a 
comprehensive study of Dante by Prof. E. 
Wilson, entitled “Dante Interpreted ” It is 
particularly designed for youthful students. 
Besides many episodes in the life of the great 
Florentine and a description of the times in 
which he lived—political, literary, and archi¬ 
tectural—translations of the text of “ La Divina 
Commedia ” will be freely cited, drawn from the 
renderings of Longfellow and of Prof. Charles 
Eliot Norton. They will add to their Heroes of 
the Reformation series a volume on “Thomas 
Cranmer ( 1489 - 1556 ,”) the author of which and 
that on “John Knox ( 1505 - 1572 ,”) has not 
yet been made known. The volume entitled 
“ Huldreich Zwingli ( 14 S 4 - 1531 ,”) the reformer 
of German Switzerland, is to be by Dr. Samuel 
Macaulay Jackson, the editor of the series. 
Other volumes announced are : “John Calvin 
( 1509 - 1564 ,”) the founder of Reformed Prot¬ 
estantism, by Williston Walker ; also, “ Theo¬ 
dore Beza ( 1519 - 1605 ,”) the counsellor of the 
French Reformation, by Henry Martyn Baird, 
Professor of the Greek Language and Litera¬ 


ture in New York University and author of 
“ The Huguenots.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have in prepara¬ 
tion an Biternational Editio?i of the complete 
works of Count Tolstoy, translated direct from 
the Russian, and issued under the supervision 
of Nathan Haskell Dole, who has himself 
made most of the translations. The twenty 
large volumes will be illustrated with photo¬ 
gravures after drawings by artists specially 
selected for their knowledge of Russian life. 
They announce in the same series an edition 
of the complete works of Charles Dickens. 
One feature of the new edition of Dickens is 
worth noting. At the time the drawings were 
made by Cruikshank, Phiz, and the other il¬ 
lustrators of the first editions of those stories, 
the etched plates were made in duplicate, and 
one set was stored away. The illustrations 
for the present edition are made from that du¬ 
plicate set of plates ; consequently the prints 
have the full delicacy and strength of the orig¬ 
inals. In a few instances single pictures have 
been re-engraved, but the great majority of 
the plates thus have a distinction almost en¬ 
tirely lacking in the countless prints which 
have been made after the original cuts, in all 
the years since the “ Pickwick Papers” estab¬ 
lished the reputation of Charles Dickens. 

On the occasion of their jubilee last month, 
the firm of Lemcke & Buechner presented to 
each of their employees a substantial token of 
their appreciation of his services.

He came to this country in December, 
18 S 0 , and on January 16 , 1881 , entered the em¬ 
ploy of B. Westermann & Co. Mr. Koehlerhas 
for years enjoyed the confidence of his employ¬ 
ers, and has been entrusted with most important 
work. His specialties are the departments of 
medicine and classical literature. It may 
interest some of the younger men in the trade 
to learn that Mr. Koehler, though he was well 
posted on medical literature, so far as mere 
titles were concerned, considered it necessary, 
in order to serve the patrons of his firm more 
intelligently, to acquaint himself also with the 
subject-matter of the books. In order to ac¬ 
quire this knowledge he read medical literature 
with a practising physician several nights each 
week for years. He is also well acquainted 
with modern French and German literature, 
and for a number of years has prepared the 
select French and German list for The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly. His promotion has been 
well earned, and reflects as creditably upon the 
sense of justice and appreciation of Messrs. 
Lemcke & Buechner as it does upon the excel¬ 
lent conscientious and unremitting services of 
Mr. Koehler.
